communism of pelf—whose machina­ 
tions have prevented us from reach­ 
ing the success we deserved, should 
not be forgotten nor forgiven.” 
These words, written 
by 
Grover 
Cleveland in a letter to Mr. Patchings 
of Mississippi, just after he had wit­ 
nessed the mutilated Wilson bill be­ 
come a law on August 2s, 1894. read 
almost as if they were limned for 
use in June, 1909. 
Senate Boss Aldrich and The o th ­ 
er meml>ers of the upper house now 
engaged in framing a tariff bill may 
well afford to take a day off and de­ 
vote it to the reading of this timely 
warning which speaks like a voice 
from the grave. 'Every thought ex­ 
pressed in the quoted paragraph ap­ 
plies to the situation as it exists to­ 
day. it may well lie said therefore, 
that it reads as if written for to­ 
day. And it is within the Ixnimto of 
•possibility that it was, 
As Cleveland gave warning, ‘ tariff 
reform will not be settled until it is 
honestly and fairly settled."

June 
t.—Announce­ 
ment was made from the executive of­ 
fice that the judgeship appointments 
for Oklahoma City. Shawnee and the 
Okmulgee, Creek county, judicial dis­ 
trict would be made Saturday. Since 
Gov. Haskell s return from Tulsa, the 
State House corridors have resounded 
with the tram p of many indorsing and 
protesting delegations. For the Okla­ 
homa superior court bench, the anti­ 
saloon league is indorsing Capt. J. H. 
Grant, while others are favoring A. 
X. Mlinden, with chances, the gover­ 
nor's friends say. in favor of the lat­ 
ter. W. C. Hughes, member of the 
constitutional convention, and 
until 
recent!v an attorney in the school 
land department, it is said, will he 
clerk of the court.
